The final design of Fort Erie's 
new skatepark to be built adja¬ 
cent to Town Hall was revealed 
to the public on Monday for the 
first time. 

Representatives from 

LANDinc presented councillors 
with the final look of the skate 
park which includes 10,000 
square feet of street course ele¬ 
ments and bowl elements for 
skateboarders and BMX riders. 

The bowl portion includes 
one shallow end with a depth of 
five feet connected to a deeper 
dog-leg end with a depth of 
seven feet. 

The street components 
include multiple roller paths, 
quarter pipes, fun boxes, flat- 
banks and stairs. 

Both sections will be separat¬ 
ed by a common gathering rest 
area for spectators. 

"The canvas of this design will 
give beginners, intermediate 
and advanced riders many 
opportunities to test their skill,"

'We slammed this down 
sacrificing dollars for the 
safety of our youth." 

Gurney said appropriate 
measures were taken in 
order to encourage access to 
the park from the south 
entrance including the cre¬ 
ation of a large ditch and 
plenty of plants creating a 
barrier for foot traffic.

"I got excited when I 
looked at the final design 
because it's exactly what we 
envisioned as a committee 
after we talked to the kids, 
parents and teens in the 
community," said Passero. "If 
we would have chosen one of 
the other sites, it would have 
taken the same amount of 
ve here, just with 
different obstacles." 

Councillor Sandy 

Annunziata raised concerns 
about safety issues he had, 
but also had a problem with 
the overall look the park 


would create to the land. 

"The skateboard park is a 
wonderful initiative... how¬ 
ever I don't think the archi¬ 
tecture is suitable despite 
what kind of landscape you 
put in front of this democrat¬ 
ic symbol," he said, referenc¬ 
ing Town Hall. 

Passero pointed out coun¬ 
cillors shouldn't be worried 
about a "big, grey blob of 
concrete" as LANDinc set 
aside some of the $650,000 
budget for creating an aes¬ 
thetically pleasing facility, 
full of colour detailing and 
landscape improvements. 

"To me, having gone 
through this process, right 
now there is no better demo¬ 
cratic symbol than this 
skatepark as we have con¬ 
sulted everyone," he said. 

The construction of the 
skatepark has been fast 
tacked after the Town 
received a $400,000 grant 
from Recreation 

Infrastructure Canada and 
Recreation Ontario if the 
park were to be built by 
March 2011. 

Councillors decided to 
receive the report for infor¬ 
mational purposes only at 
the end of the night.

Ratepayers to see increase

Water and sewer 
►base rates 
increase as Region 


Water and sewer ratepay¬ 
ers in Fort Erie will be see¬ 
ing an increase to their 
water bill effective April 16. 

That’s because council¬ 
lors passed a by-law to 
raise water and sewer base 
rates by about $2 each per 

m The water rate will be 
increasing from $20.91 in 
2009 to $22.77 while the 


sewer rate will be seeing an 
increase from $33.99 in 2009 
to $35.52. 

Consumption rates are 
also on the rise, but at a 
minimal increase of 10 
cents per 1,000 litres used 
combined. 

Councillor Martha 
Lockwood said the increase 
in costs is due to the 
Niagara region having to 
adjust its rates. 

“We passed our rates ear¬ 
lier assuming there would 
be no change at the region,” 
she said. "Sixty per cent of 
our water bill’s fixed cost 
goes to the region so to 
leave the rates as they were

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Construction begins on new truck lane at Peace Bridge

The construction of a 
new commercial truck lane 
and inspection station at 
the Peace Bridge has 

The $2-million project 
was announced at a recent 
groundbreaking ceremony 
at the international border 
crossing with Canada's 
Justice Minister Rob 
Nicholson alongside chair¬ 
man of the Buffalo and Fort 
Erie Public Bridge 
Authority (PBA) Ken 
Schoetz. 

“As the third-busiest 
Canada-U.S. commercial 
truck crossing, the Peace 
Bridge is essential to trade 


with the United States,’ 
said Nicholson. “The 
Government of Canada 
proud to have invested i 
this project, which is creat¬ 
ing local jobs today... while 
contributing to efficient 
trade and travel over the 
long term.” 

The project includes the 
construction of a fifth pri¬ 
mary inspection lane and 
booth for Canada-bound 
commercial vehicles and a 
designated Vehicle and 
Cargo Inspection System 
(VACISJ area where X-ray 
type devices use low levels 
of gamma rays to detect 
any unauthorized items. 

Nicholson said the 
upgrades are important not 
only to speed up the

process of clearing through 
customs, but to better pro¬ 
tect Canada from incoming 
contraband. 

"We have to make sure 
the goods coming into our 
country are safe and reli¬ 


able," said Nicholson. "Any 
investments made along 
the border are good for not 
only Niagara, but for 
Canada as this country is a 
trading nation and the bor¬ 
der has to work." 

The Government of 
Canada, through the 
Gateways and Border 
Crossings Fund, is con¬ 
tributing $1 million for the 
improvements while the 
PBA is providing the 
remaining $1 million. 

“The Peace Bridge 
Authority is pleased to be 
able to partner with the 
Canadian government on 
this project. 

Transportation infrastruc¬ 
ture, particularly interna¬ 
tional bridges, is key to

enhancing and maximizing 
the binational trade and 
tourism relationship 
between Canada and the 
United States,” said 
Schoetz. “These improve¬ 
ments will help expedite 
commercial crossings into 
Canada, thereby reducing 
congestion and traffic 
queues, and allowing the 
Peace Bridge to function 
more efficiently." 

Ron Rienas, general 
manager of the Peace 
Bridge Authority, said the 
three-lane bridge connect¬ 
ing Canada with the U.S. is 
one of the busiest interna¬ 
tional border crossings and 
often becomes backed up 
when one of the lanes is 
congested with trucks wait¬ 
ing to clear inspection. 


The improvements being 
made now will have no 
effect on the Peace Bridge 
capacity expansion project 
regardless on what type of 
span is chosen. 

"There is no bearing 
whatsoever in design, lay¬ 
out or financing as the 
existing bridge and its uses 
will be permitted for com¬ 
mercial traffic once a new 
span is built." 

The work is taking place 
on land along the Niagara 
Boulevard which was 
acquired from the Niagara 
Parks Commission last year 
as part of a land swap for 
the Coal Docks property at 
the east end of Jarvis Street. 

Construction is expected 
to be completed this sum-

Youth caught after attempting to 
set fire to memorial playground 


No damage 
caused after fire 
was set inside 
one of the play¬ 
ground's tunnels.

The Cpl. Albert Storm 
playground was put in 
place to be a symbolic 
play area for the resi¬ 
dents of Fort Erie to enjoy 
in honour of a local hero. 

All of the hard work the 
community went 

through to have this 
structure put in place 
almost went up in smoke 
after a group of several 
youths attempted to light 
a fire inside one of the 
tunnels of the play¬ 
ground Monday night. 

Doug Atkins, public 
safety officer with the 
Fort Erie Fire 
Department, said fire 
and police crews 
responded to a call from 
a concerned citizen who 


noticed the group of six 
children acting suspi¬ 
ciously in that area 
around 9:30 p.m. 

Upon the fire depart¬ 
ment's arrival, they dis¬ 
covered a small fire was 
created inside one of the 
tunnels, but had burnt 
itself out before causing 
any real damage. 

"It's a stupid thing to 
do. Here we have the 
community doing some¬ 
thing good for the area 
and there are people like 
this who think nothing to 
vandalize it or to destroy 
it, 1 'said Atkins. 

Fortunately, the fire 
created from a pile of 
loose leaves caused no 
damage to the play¬ 
ground and police offi¬ 
cers were able to spot the 
suspects walking away 
from the scene along 
Ridgeway Road. 

Dave Hunter, staff ser¬ 
geant for Fort Erie, said 
the youth were in their 
early teens and that two 
of them admitted to cre¬ 
ating the fire. 

"In this particular case 


no damage occurred, so 
no charges were laid. We 
believe the lesson was 
learned and that the dis¬ 
cipline needs to come 
from the parents in this 
situation." 

Hunter said had any 
visible damage occurred, 
charges would have been 
laid. 

Atkins said many 
thanks needs to go out to 
the resident who called 
emergency services as 
quickly as he or she did. 

"So often you hear of 
people who see some¬ 
thing and walk away 
from it. This goes to show 
the majority of the com¬ 
munity takes ownership 
of their playground." 

The playground was 
used heavily over the 
holiday weekend thanks 
to sunny skies and warm 
temperatures. 

The Niagara Regional 
Police wants to warn 
children and adults that 
playing with fire can be a 
dangerous and destruc¬ 
tive activity if not proper¬ 
ly supervised.
